miles west of Hanoi today Hanoi 
radio reported American planes 
were bombing irrigation dikes for 
the first time of the war in raids that

The command said the Navy jets 
shot down three MIGs that rose to 
challenge 
today’s 
bombers—the 
second time in three days that U.S. 
planes have bagged three MIGs in a 
single day. 
Hanoi Kadio broadcasts said two 
Navy jets were shot down near 


Hanoi today, bringing to seven the 
number of planes shot down in three 
days 
The command denied this 
Hanoi report but had no comment or 
reports the previously spared Bed 
Kiver Delta dikes were being hit.

hours 
of 
Hanoi 
broadcasts which said the actual 
targets were dikes and agricultural 
areas in the Red River Delta in what 
Hanoi called the fifth consecutive 
day of 
major raids above the 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ). 
A U.S. Command spokesman said, 
“tactical aircraft of the U.S. Navy

approximately 15 miles west of 
Hanoi There were no B52s involved 
in the strikes 
“The tactical aircraft hit military

I can report that 
all U.S. aircraft returned safely 
from the strikes. No further details 
are available. ”

1965-68 The dikes had been on the 
Air Force’s proposed target list, but 
were spared 
According to documents in the 
Pentagon Papers, attacks on the 
dikes were ruled out then because of 
possible charges the United States 
was engaging in inhumanitarian 
attacks on civilian 
rather than 
military targets 
North Vietnam, with a population 
now estimated at 21 million, must 
import food but 80 per cent of what 
it does raise is in the Red River 
Delta below Hanoi where 65 per cent 
of the population of North Vietnam 
lives.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) -A s U.S. Navy planes hit a North 
Vietnamese troop staging area 15 miles from Hanoi, President Nixon 
held a three-hour meeting today with his top aides on what might be 
done to help stem the North Vietnamese offensive 
The President convened a meeting of the National Security Council 
shortly after 9 a m EDT It broke up shortly after noon EDT with no 
word on what transpired But there was wide speculation that Nixon 
discussed with the group some kind of major new initiative. 
The White House declined to discuss any details of the conference, 
or most operations in Vietnam A spokesman did say, however, that 
there had been no change in the policy set out by Nixon April 30, not to 
bomb North Vietnamese river dikes 
Gerald L. Warren, assistant press secretary, was asked about the 
dikes policy after Radio Hanoi reported U S planes had hit Red River 
dikes and irrigation areas. 
The Pentagon said only a single strike by “ several tens” of Navy 
planes were on today’s raid, which it said was directed at a complex 
used by two North Vietnamese divisions 15 miles west of Hanoi 
It was the first U.S. raid near Hanoi since April 16 
On Capitol Hill, Senate Democrats - concerned about what the next 
turn in U.S. policy might be 
voted unanimously to seek a meeting by 
all Senate leaders with Nixon. 
Democratic senators said it was urgent that they find out about 
Nixon’s plans before the Senate proceeds to a vote on antiwar 
legislation 
Nixon’s meeting with his leading advisers was believed related to 
both the deteriorating military situation on the ground, where North 
Vietnamese forces continued to drive back the South Vietnamese and 
political considerations in Moscow growing out of U S action. 
Secretary of State William P Rogers was called back from a 
European tour for the meeting Nixon and Moscow both have indicated 
a desire to avoid jeopardizing Nixon’s scheduled visit two weeks hence 
to Russia, and Rogers’ trip was designed as a forerunner to that visit 
Warren said plans were proceeding for the presidential trip. “There 
is no change in our plans,” he said. "But we have not announced a 
departure date, I remind you

End the war debate 
touchy subject 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Senate leaders Mike Mansfield and Hugh 
Scott, just back from three weeks in China, faced a touchy decision 
today on whether to proceed with a major Senate debate on the 
Vietnam War or let the issue ride until after President Nixon’s trip to 
Moscow 
Democrats scheduled a caucus to discuss the situation Backers of 
end-the-war legislation appeared divided about whether to risk a vote 
now — when they appear to be short of a majority —or to wait until 
they have time to build support for the proposal. 
Scott also faced divided opinion among Republican opponents of the 
measure. Some wanted to press for a vote now while they have the 
advantage, but others wanted to wait until the current military crisis 
in Vietnam has cleared and the President returned from Moscow 
before exposing the nation to an open confrontation between Congress 
and the President. 
The likely result was that the issue would be set aside until next 
month But Mansfield, whose opposition to the war is well known, may 
have other plans. 
The end-the-war measure, sponsored by Sens Frank Church, D- 
Idaho, and Clifford P. Case. R-N.J., would cut off funds for U.S. land, 
sea and air forces in Indochina Dec 31, subject to the release of all 
American prisoners. 
Sen. J. William Fulbright, DArk , announced, meanwhile, that he 
would begin hearings on the Pentagon Papers Tuesday. 
Initial witnesses will be Dr. Leslie Gelb, chairman of the Vietnam 
Task Force at the Pentagon which wrote the once secret war history; 
former White House aides Jam es C. Thomson Jr and Arthur M

The biggest government scandal involved easy business 
profits given certain officials in exchange for passing 
banking laws, but the highest ranking official convicted in 
the scheme - former Speaker Gus Mutscher —was not 
defeated Saturday. 


Mutscher, convicted March 15 of bribery-conspiracy and 
sentenced to give years' probation, won a plurality in his 
Southeast Texas House district but was forced into a June 3 
runoff 
Texans in both the Democratic and Republican primaries 
voted 4 1 against busing The referendum was not binding. 
There was no presidential vote.

He told residents of the homes that 
Medicare should be broadened to include 
the cost of prescriptions and that Social 
Security checks should be increased by 25 
per cent Humphrey joined residents of one 
home in singing “God Bless America," and 
was later beaten in a swift game of bumper 
pool by the home's champion of the sport. 
McGovern 
spent

day 
defending his stand on abortion, which he 
said is a matter that should be decided by 
each state 
Besides his stand on abortion, McGovern 


also spelled out his position on legalized 
marijuana and amnesty for draft evaders 
during the taping of television shows. He 
said he did not favor legalization of 
marijuana and that users should bejailed 
He said his stand favoring amnesty after 
the cessation of hostilities was the same as 
that of former Presidents Lincoln, Truman 
and 
Coolidge, 
all 
of 
whom 
granted 
amnesty. 
Humphrey, who says he is the underdog, 
appeals to the rural and youth votes today, 
then appears on radio and television talk 


programs. 
McGovern visits the Omaha stockyards,

Humphrey was visiting the stockyards

President Nixon, his brother 
Donald, and Howard Hughes were among those subpoenaed 
to testify in a court hearing into a book that alleges Nixon 
took thousands of dollars from Hughes for political favors, 
it was learned today 
Legal sources said the subpoenas were issued by the 
Superior Court Norwalk branch late Friday. 
The subpoena issued for the President ordered him to 
appear, with any of his records pertinent to the case, at 2 
p.m. on May 18 to give a deposition, the sources said. 


It was regarded as extrem ely doubtful that Nixon would 
appear, or could be required to. 


The subpoenas were the latest actions in a suit centered 
on 
The NixonHughes Loan," a newly-published book by 
British journalist Nicholas NorthBroomo. 


The book charges that after a $205,000 loan from Hughes 
to Nixon’s brother Donald in 1958, while Nixon was vice 
president, airlines and aircraft com panies owned by 
Hughes were the beneficiaries of a series of favorable 


decisions by governm ent agencies, which in some cases 
reversed earlier unfavorable rulings The loan was never 
repaid, North Broome said The book contains copies of 
what the author said are the loan agreem ent, notarized by 


the paym aster of the Senate 
where Nixon had his office as 
vice president and of an agreem ent between the Hughes 
organization and a form er Hughes accountant, in which the 


accountant allegedly accepted $15«,(NX) in return for a 
prom ise never to reveal his role in channelling Hughes’ 
funds to the Nixons 
A civil suit was filed in Superior Court last week asking 


for an injunction to block distribution and sale of the book 
The suit was filed by Victor T Schaub, who has identified 
him self only as a “ legal research er’’ and said he is not 
connected with any of the principals in the case 


Schaub contended in his suit that the book endangers free 
elections and national security by dam aging the President s 
reputation without grounds, and violates the truth in 
packaging laws because the docum entation the lx>ok 
contains is not genuine 


J Kimball Walker, attorney for the firm that published 
the book, told the Santa Ana, Calif R egister that he had 
requested the subpoenas be issued because “ if he (Schaub( 
w ants to challenge the authenticity of the book, then our 
only recourse is to prove the legitim acy of the docum ents 
we have ” 


Subpoenas were also issued for Phillip Reiner, the form er 
Hughes accountant, Noah Dietrich, form er top aide to 
Hughes, Senate Paym aster William A Kidgeley, former 
Nixon law partner William Lassleben, and Pulitzer prize 
winning columnist Jack Anderson 
The Register reported, in a copyrighted story, that 
Walker said Anderson had determ ined from his own 
sources that the docum ents contained in NorthBroom e’s 
book were authentic 
Walker represents the publishers, Cyrano Books, also 
known as the American Public Affairs Institute 
A 
spokesman for the firm said it was “ very new and quit«* 
sm all” and although it had previously purchased the 
royalty rights to four in print, works, “The Nixon Hughes 
Loan” is the firm’s fir st venture in printing and distributing 
a book on its own

Plan to pay black teachers subsidies 


WASHINGTON ( U P I )—The governm ent is considering a 
plan that would pay subsidies to black school teachers in 
the South so they can be reeducated, relocated or given a 
chance to fight in court when they lose their jobs because of 
desegregation 
Many teachers and school principals in southern and 
Dorder states —som e estim ates range as high as 20,000 
-h a v e been fired or assigned out of their fields in recent 
years when form erly all-black schools w ere com bined with 
white schools 
“Should the present rate of displacem ent continue, it is 
conceivable that black educators could becom e extinct in 
southern and Border State school system s,” said one 
confidential m em orandum on the subject. 
Therefore, the 
elimination of this problem is one of the highest priorities 
in the Office of Education.” 


The governm ent currently has a program which was 
aim ed 
a t 
re train in g 
1,500 
black 
tea c h ers 
and 
a d m in istra to rs; 
but 
William 
C. 
Young, 
deputy 
com m issioner in the Office of Education, said it has 
reached only 176 persons so far and its financial life is due 
to expire June 30. 
“ What we are saying at this point is the the present 
retraining program never provided the degree of support 
and effectiveness that we are trying to effect now ,” Young 
said. “ All the ideas w ere here but they w ere never put into 
effect.” 
Young said the adm inistration plans a $6 million budget, 
com pared with present spending of $4 9 million, that would 
give a dism issed black educator three choices, all at 
governm ent expense: return to college, fight in court to 
regain his job or move elsew here.
